In the annual OPC elections held 
on April 30, Wayne Richardson was 
named president in balloting that drew 
almost 600 ballots—a club record. 

Richardson, who had been nominated 
by petition, defeated the opposition can- 
didate, Bruno Shaw, in a close race by 
299 votes to 286 votes. 

Some 100 members voted in person 
at the annual meeting, and the other 
ballots arrived by mail which was per- 
mitted for the first time in this election 
under the revised constitution. 

Tellers, under the direction of James 
Sheldon and including representatives 
from groups backing the different can- 
didates, counted until 4 a.m. in the morn- 
ing before the procedure was completed. 

A. ‘Wilfred May was re-elected as 


treasurer, while Will Yolen was named 
secretary, Cecil Brown Ist Vice Pres- 
ident, Ansel Talbert 2nd Vice President, 
and Lawrence G. Blochman 3rd Vice 
president. 

The six vacancies on the Board of 
Governors were won by Emanuel Freed- 
man, Will Oursler, Thomas P. Whitney, 
John Wilhelm, Thomas Curran and John 
Luter from among 12 candidates. 

Alternates to the Board of Governors 
named were Reavis O'Neal, Harold 
Lavine, J.C. Dine, and Elizabeth Fagg. 

The meeting, presided over by retir- 
ing president Louis Lochner, was one of 
the most orderly annual meetings mem- 
bers could recall, and was conducted 
ably and with good humor. 

The hospitality committee staged a 
"bind up the wounds” cocktail party the 
following evening for victorious and de- 
feated candidates alike and the often tense 
feelings of the pre-election period were 
drowned in a wave of good fellowship.

COMMITTEE CHAIRMEN 
RENDER REPORTS 


The various committee chairmen who 
had handled club affairs during the year 
under retiring president Louis Lochner 
presented their reports at the annual 
meeting. They included: 


Admissions 

Kathleen McLaughlin reported that 
the club now has 1,598 members compar- 
ed with 1,313 the previous year. Of 
these, there are 660 resident active mem- 
bers, 360 non-resident active members, 
390 resident associate members, 61 non- 
resident associate members, 76 affiliate 
members, 23 life members and 9 honora- 
ry members. There were 105 members 
dropped for non-payment of dues. Mem- 
bership requirements were considerably 
tightened over the year. 


Awards 

Bruno Shaw reported on the annual 
presentation of awards and noted that 
citations for excellence were presented 
this year for the first time in addition to 
the regular awards. The committee re- 
commended that balloting on awards be 
discontinued and another means found 
for selecting award winners. 


Awards Dinner 
Spencer Valmy said the annual awards 
dinner broke all records for attendance 
and lost no money despite extra expenses 
shis year. Total income was $15,370, and 
expenses, as near as can be determined 
at this date, amounted to $14,054. 


Bulletin 
Dave Murray reported that during the 
year the Bulletin changed from the old

mimeograph format to the present styl 
which permitted the use of picture; 
Costs were increased but it was felt i 
better and more professional appear 
ance had been made possible. Foreign 
news was increased and a Club Calenda 
added as a regular feature. Three Co 
lumbia Univ. students have aided with 
the Bulletin. The addition of a business 
manager to the Bulletin staff was re 
commended. 


House Committee 
Wayne Richardson reported that a 
number of improvements had been made 
in the club quarters during the year in- 
cluding a renovated bar and purchase of 


new china, linens and silver for the din- 
ing room. The bar netted $25,289, profit| 
during the year and the dining room| 
$338, profit. The House committee has 


recommended that the club be adequately 
air-conditioned, that a chit system be 
installed, that changing rooms be pro- 


vided, and that structural changes be | 
made to the building to permit enlarge- 


ment of the bar, kitchen and dining room. 


Radio & TV 
Matt Huttner said the club had had 
the most successful year in its history 
putting on the spectacular ''Dateline II" 
which with its predecessor, ''Dateline I” 
had netted the club $152,000 income. 
A third spectacular is now planned. 


Placement 
Spencer Valmy said a permanent 
placement service had been established 


with Janice Robbins in charge. It has of- 
fices on the rear fourth floor which will 
be open from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. three days

liberation of Father Rigney from Chinese 
imprisonment; the inter-American press 
conference held last October; the panel 
discussions on disarmament with Harold 
Stassen, and on piercing the Iron Curtain 
with members of the International Fe 
deration of Free Journalists. He parti- 
cularly commented on the success of the 
dinners arranged to honor foreign coun- 
tries. 

In the internal administration of the 
club he listed a number of improvements: 
the changes made by the awards com- 
mittee in the selection of annual win- 
ners; the establishment of an Admini- 
stration and Organization Committee; the 
revival of the club’s Who’s Who, after 
an interval of five years. 

The retiring president also comment- 
ed on the success of the Spectacular 
TV show ''Dateline Two’’, and the week- 
ly radio show under the club's auspices 
which is almost ready for production; the 
establishment of regional chairmen and 
units by the liaison committee, and the 
appointment of a committee to revise the 
constitution, whose work has been large- 
ly placed in effect. 

"We are now one of the truly import- 
ant and influential institutions in the 
realm of journalism'', Mr. Lochner point- 
ed out, in commenting that the Memorial 
Press Center is not only a “home away 
from home", but represents a membership 
committed by its constitution to ''dis-
